A 5 I have heard frequent diſputes, and been wit- 
neſs to many differences, in various families, 
concerning the final ſettlement of their temporal ef- 
fects; and as] wiſh to avoid ſuch like contentions, I 
thought it highly neceſſary to make my Laſt Will and 
Teſtament, according to thoſe /aws which alter not (a). 
And as I have found you, under God, my beſt friends 
in time of need, I thought it proper to preſent to your 
view a printed copy of the ſame, that you may there- 
by have the ſatisfaction of knowing in what manner 
I have diſpoſed of both my living and my dead ſtock, 
which you may ſuppoſe is of no great value. To 
prevent, too, thoſe endleſs animoſities, law-ſuits, and 
wrongs which the innocent ſo repeatedly ſuſtain, after 
the deceaſe of well-meaning, but ill-· adviſed teſtators, 
L have for eight years paſt ſolicited one to undertake

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£0 be my ſole executor, and who, I am fully per- 
ſuaded, is without variableneſs, or ſhadow of turning (a). 
The glorious perſonage whom I have made choice 
of, is (with reverence be it ſpoken) my moſt familiar 
and bountiful Maſter ; in whoſe ſervitude I have ac- 
cumulated all the property Iam now in poſſeſſion of, 
except a mouldy bottle (5), a ſpider's web (c), a 
filthy rag (a), an obſcuring veil (e), a pair of clouted 

ſhoes (J), a bed too ſhort, a covering too narrow (g). 
an old ruſty breaſt- plate of armour (5), and a broken 
anchor of a wrecked veſſel (i), which by a crafty at- 
torney at law was kept in a falſe and deluſive peace (50, | 
although there was no likelihood of loſing it. 


In this poor, wretched, blind, miſerable, and naked 
condition (I), I entered the ſervice of my preſent in- 
valuable Maſter, who condeſcended to waſh, cloath, 
feed (n), and make an everlaſting bargain with me, 
or rather reveal an ancient bargain to me, He kind- 
ly told me, he would teach me my buſineſs himſelf, 
and bring me up ſo delicately as a ſervant, that I 
ſhould become his ſon at length (2). My wages 
was to be one penny per day ſterling, of the Jeruſa- 
Jem coin (9). . Pieces of AST he gave me as

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an earneſt, at my firſt entrance (a), one of which 1 
have often loſt; but by the help of a candle, and the 
beſom of ſelf-· examination, I have found it again, to 
the comfort of my own ſoul, and of many others. 
This coin never contracted any ruſt; for I could 
ſwear to the image and ſuperſcription thereof, My 
Maſter, moreover, told me, that I ſhould be an heir 
of the infinite Divinity, and a Joint heir with himſelf 
of that incomprehenſible portion; or, to ſpeak in 
his own words, My Father ſpall be your Father, and 
my God your God (b). 

I ſtood amazed at the familiarity, the unexpected 
and undeſerved favour of a ſtranger, when ſo many 
of my intimates ſtood aloof from my complaint, and 
refuſed to know my ſoul in adverſity, I was happy 

alſo to get rid of my old maſter, being grievouſly ven- 
ed with him (c); and finding by woeful experience 
what dreadful wages I was to receive when the term 
of my life was expired (4), I told my preſent Maſter, 
with many tears, that I had been faithful to the un- 
righteous mammon; to which he anſ Were J will ee | 
unto thee the true riches, 


The appointed day being o. come, I entered on my 

new ſervitude with joy unſpeakable and full of glory; 
and for a conſiderable time, I did my buſineſs from a 
nt} of love to = Maſter; or, with a fingleeye ()-

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But when the covenant was made betwixt us, ſigned 
and ſealed, and when I was capable of reading the 
contents, and ſeeing that it was impoſſible for him to 


. diſcharge me, or make the bargain void, I began, in 


obedience to bad counſel, to take advantage of its 
ſtability, When my Maſter ſaw this, he prohibited 
my entering the gueſt-chamber, and told me to 
come no farther than the door; I ſoon found that 


my pride had caſt me from the upper chamber, and 


that my haughty ſpirit had procured me this fall (a). 
Every humble ſoul that came up ſtairs found admit- 


tance; but the command to me was, Give this man 


Place, Thus for. many weeks my upper ſeat was 


empty; and I was obliged with ſhame to take the 
| loweſt room, and appear in the lobby in the charac- 


ter of a porter, ſtanding there for others to look at. 
As I ſaw others go in and out, and find paſture (5), 
it ſo filled my ſoul with jealouſy, that the flame of 
it ſeemed to conſume all my love to the Maſter 
and the family, yea, and even all comfortable union 


with them (c). Here I loſt ſight of the covenant, 
and began to fear a final diſcharge. My hope now 


beginning to ſink, deſperate revenge ſprang up ; and 
if my mouth had not been kept as it were with a 


| bridle, I ſhould have added rebellion to my ſin, 
charged my maſter fooliſhly, multiplied words againſt 


God (4), and ſaid in * haſte, that 5075 prophets and

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apoſtles are liars (e). In this condition I lay for a conſis 
derable time, being too proud to aſk any of the fa» 
mily to intercede for me, as I had formerly appeared 
in the character of a key-keeper. But ſinking ſa 
faſt, I ſoon fell even from being porter, and before 
I was aware I ſaw myſelf in the houſe of correc» 
tion. I now ſtruggled, but ſoon perceived that my feet 

were made faſt in the ſtocks (a). Thus was I ſhut up, 
and could not come forth (4). But oh! the cruel 
jealouſy, the darkneſs and dread, the fear and horror, 
the ſpite and malice, which I felt here in this dark 
cell II had no light, but juſt a glimmering through 
8 lattice, by which I ſaw many paſs and repals. Here, 
however, I broke through all my pride at length, and 
was forced to turn petitioner, I begged an apple (or 
promiſe) of one; and a little wine (or conſolation) of 
another (c). But the fire of jealouſy flamed ſo high 
within me, that I had loft all my ſpiritual palate ; | 
every thing was ſo unſayoury, that, to uſe the words 
of Job, it had no more 7afte than the white of an egg (d). 
In this ſituation I continued, until my ſoul refuſed to 
be comforted (e); but ſeeing another perſon go up into 
the gueſt- chamber, I deſired her to tell my Maſter 
that I was ict of love (7); and as it was well with 
her ſoul, I beſeeched her to remember Joſeph. Soon 
after this, I was brought to reflect on my conduct,

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during my confinement in this Hools of corre ; 
and I found that I had omitted petitioning his: Ma- 
jeſty, which was adding /in to | (2). This reflection 
cauſed me to ſend up this grievous complaint, Thou 
futleſt up a man, and there is no opening. Finding ſome 
little eaſe, I ſwallowed down my ſpitile (S), and each 
ed for a ſcriptural warrant that would admit a bold 
faith to act; and at laſt l caught hold of this reſolute 
R declaration, though be ſlay me, yet will I truſt in him. — 
My bleſſed Lord heard it; for 1 found afterward that 
he only ſtood bebind the wall (c). Not long after, 
this ſweet word came into my mind, I will ariſe and 
go to MN Pather (d). I felt that the word (MY) was 
applicable to me, and therefore I turned it into a 
ſcriptural petition—7 am thine, ſave me (e). I now fell 
into a trance, and ſaw a light ſhine into the houſe of 
correction, and my bleſſed and holy Maſter ſhewed 
himfelf rough the lattice (/) in all his dyed gar- 
ments, and ſhone on my worthleſs ſoul with uncom- 
mon luſtre (g). I thought my faith ſaw him as 
plain as any natural eye ever ſaw him when he hung 
upon the croſs (L). The firſt word that he applied to 
my ſoul was, All that T love I rebuke and chaſten, and 
ſcourge every fon whom 1 receive, My ſoul failed when 
he ſpake G). But when he put in his bleſſed and

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powerful hand by the hole of the door, I felt my 
heart ſo. enlarged that my bowels were moved for him (a). 
I chought I looked at him till my very ſoul melted, 
and in faith's viſion of his dying love I ſaw my baſe in- 
gratitude in all its deformity, which made me cry out, 
I have heard of thee by this hearing of the ear, but now 
mine eye ſeeth thee ; wherefore I abhor myſelf, and repent © 
in duſt and aſbes (b). I was now in ſuch raptures, that 
I could not be perſuaded in my own mind but that 
I was aſleep, and in a dream, for I thought it was 
impoſſible for ſuch an one to be ſo favoured of God. 
But when I began to move, 1 found I had loſt my 
chains indeed, and ſweet enlargement was once more 
proclaimed, which filled my mouth with laughter, 
and my tongue with ſinging ; and I ſaid, He has turn- 
ed my captivity, aud I thought it was a dream (c)! _ 
This was the ſecond time that he appeared to re- 
vive his work on my ſoul, after my having a long- 
ſtanding controverſy with him. And now he led me 
again into the banqueting-houſe, and his banner 
over me was love (d), and I rejoiced under it; but 
ſtill kept reflecting on myſelf for my baſe ingrati- 
tude; for though he had forgiven me, I could not 
forgive myſelf. But as he walked a-croſs the room, he 
cried out to one and to another, Give this man place: — 
but before this, the command was for me to give place. 
This laſt voice was the ſweeteſt; Better it is that it be ſaid

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to thee, Go up higher, than that thou ſhouldeft be put "PE 
in the Preſence of the Prince whom thine eyes bave ſeen (a). 
Never was I ſeated ſo high before; my uſual place 
was about the middle of the table, but now it was 
next to the Maſter himſelf. I ſat and wept, and ſe- 
cretly gave him an hundred bleſſings; and in all his 
ſweet converſation, he ended with a bleſſing for Pe- 
ter (b) in particular. It is true, that was not my 
ngfhe, yet 1 took it all to myſelf; for though I had 
not denied him with dreadful oaths, yet I knew that 
curſes enough were conceived in my heart; and that 
it-was owing to his reſtraining power that I did not 
bring them forth. However, all thoſe whom he 
brings out of the houſe of correction muſt ſup with 
him (c); and thoſe who are placed at the head of 
the table get the largeſt meſs—yea, five times bigger 
than the reſt; But before this honour, is humility (d). 
When I came to look at the gueſts, I faw many put 
Jower in his preſence, and ſome were in a fair way to 
become porters : however, it is better to be a door- 
keeper in his ſpiritual houſe, than to dwell in the 
tents of wickedneſs. This merciful act of multiply- 
ing pardons has ſuch a ſoul-humbling effect, that it 
cloathed me with true humility, and taught me to 
walk many days in the path of ſelf- abhorrence. Eter- 
nal Election ſhined bright in this alſo; becauſe it is 
evident that God has ſent a death-warrant to ſome

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thouſands of ſervants at once, for leſs heart-rebellion 
than I was guilty of as a ſon; yea, he has {tripped 
many ſervants of all the ornaments he had giyen 
them, and turned them out of his houſe for ever, for 
leſs heart-riſing than mine. But this is agreeable to 
his own laws; for nothing is ſecured to a ſervant; 

but to a ſon all is ſecured. Thus ſaith the Lord God, 
If the prince give a gift to any of his ſons, the inheritance 
thereof ſhall be bis ſons', it ſhall be their poſſeſſion by imbe- 
ritance. But if be give a gift of his inheritance to one 'of 
his ſervants, then it ſhall be his to the year of liberty; 
after, it ſhall return to the prince: but his inheritance ſhall 
be his ſons' for them. Moreover, the prince ſhall not take 
of the people's inheritance by oppreſſion, to thruſt them out 
e their poſſeſſion , but be ſhall give his ſons inheritance 
out of his own poſſeſſion ; that my people be not ſcattered 
every man from his own poſſeſſion (a). And the Saviour's 
comment on theſe words is, WYheſoever bath, to bim 
Pall be given, and he ſhall have more abundance ;, but who- 
ſcever hath not, from him ſhall be taken away, even that 
he hath (b). Sometimes my Maſter with- held mydaily 
penny from me, in order to teach my faith to call 
things that are not, as though they were : as ſometimes 
God ſpeaks of things as paſt, which are yet to come, 
ſo faith calls things her own, which ſhe is not in poſ- 
ſeſſion of; and thus faith becomes the ſubſtance of 
things hoped for, and the evidence of things not ſeen (c).

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But my friends may object to this my Will, and 
ſay, a Teſtament is of no force, while the teſtator liv- 
eth. Though this, in ſome caſes, is true, yet not in 
all. We enjoy the legacy of the New Teſtament; 
and yet it is witneſſed, that the teſtator ever liveib; 
and many enjoyed the legacy before Chriſt's death, 
while the ſword of juſtice ſlept. In the courſe of my 
miniſtry, I have had ſeveral perſons come to conſult 
me about making their wills, and their anxiety ſeem- 
ed to be moſt about pitching upon ſome ſtable arm 
of fleſh for an executor; and an honeſt lawyer to 


= make the will. 1 thought they would have no bet- 


ter ſucceſs in their ſearch for an Boneſt lawyer, than 

Solomon had in his ſearch after an honeft woman (a). 
I obſerved that none of thoſe teſtators ſaid any thing 
about Jeſus Chriſt having to do with the ſettlement 
of their matters; the Wonderful Counſellor was left 
quite out of the queſtion; they took counſel, but 
not of him. However, Abraham goes another way 
to work; he pitches on Eleazar, his ſteward, (who 
was a faithful, God-fearing man) to be his executor, 


He firſt ſwears him by Ged, and then puts his goods 
Into his hands, and tells him how to act; and ſends 


him in faith to fetch a wife for his ſon and heir; 
and ſhe is to be one choſen by the Angel of the 
everlaſting Covenant.—And if the Angel did not 
perform what Abraham's faith had engaged him

in 
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in, the executor was to be cleared from the teſtator*s 
oath. 

Abraham, having thus made his will, and by faith 
engaged his God and Saviour, (who is heir of all 
things, rich in bleſſings, juſt in all his ways, and able 
to execute whatever faith entruſts him with) dies, 
and leaves his ſon with Chriſt in faith. Iſaac reaps 
the benefit of his father's confidence. Firſt, he gets 
a valuable wife (a), and one who was prevalent with 
God in prayer: a loving, believing, praying wife, 
is a belp-meet indeed (b). Secondly, ſhe is made fruit- 
ful, in anſwer to Iſaac's prayer; Iſaac ſows bis ground, 
and reaps that year an hundred fold; and the Lord bleſſed 
him, and the man waxed great, and went forward, and 
grew until he became very great. This is ſettling mat- 
ters agreeable to the command of God Leave thy 
fatherleſs children with me, I will keep them alive; and 
let thy widows truſt in me (c). 

Faith ſeemed to have the greateſt ſhare in Am- 
ram's will, both in ſaving the life of Moſes, and in 
preſerving him. Faith ſaw that he was a proper 
child, and this weakened the fear of the king's com- 
mandment. Faith builds the floating cradle, and 
for three months hides him: the prayer of faith en- 
gages God's protecting care over him, the flags co- 
ver him, and no crocodile durſt approach him. Poor 
Moſes was condemned as ſoon as formed; for the

ſentence 
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ſentence fell on the gender, not on the crime; ye ſpall 
kill the males. Thus was he dead by the law of a ty- 
rant, as ſoon as formed; and was to enter the valley 
of death's ſhadow, as ſoon as brought forth. But, 
notwithſtanding this, faith leaves the little one with 
God, who with-holds the wicked from performing his 
enterprize. The lawgiver muſt bring up the child at 
his own expence—and he that ſigned the death-war- 
rant becomes the grandfather of the adopted child. 
Moſes muſt live at his own father's houſe, under the 


protection of the princeſs—while the faith of the 


parents received a double reward: firſt, their- ſon 
lives; and, ſecondly, they are paid from the court 
for nurſing their own child. Faith at laſt appears 


nas an hereditary portion in Moſes: he diſdains his 


adoption, eyes the reward promiſed to faith, chuſes 
the croſs of Chriſt, and ſees him who is inviſible— 
becomes a prophet, a mediator, and at laſt is made 
king in Jeſhurun. Theſe are ſome of the bleſſed 
effects of making God the guardian of our offspring. 
Iſaac and Jacob do the ſame by their children; firſt, 
they bleſs them in the name of God; leave them, 
and what they have, with him in faith—and then 
implore his grace and providence in their behalf. 
To make a will, and leave one's offspring i in the 
hands of a rich worldling, without prayer to God, or 
faith in him, i is the only way to have our children 
toſſed about by the devil, from the cradle (a). How-

e ever, 
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ever, none but thoſe who believe in Chriſt have this 
privilege of leaving their property with God, and 
who leave what is really their own. An eſtate got- 
ten by diſhoneſty will ſoon be ſcattered by God's 
curſe: bur if gotten honeſtly in the fear of God, in 
anſwer to the prayer of faith, it is ſanctified and 
ſweetened to us with a ſenſe of his everlaſting love in 
Chriſt Jeſus, Thus it is that the %ig of God, and 
that only, makethrich, and he addeth no ſorrow with it (a). 
Oh! it is ſweet to look back, and ſee every tempo- 
ral and ſpiritual bleſſing appear as ſo many anſwers 
to prayer, and as ſo many precious promiſes fulfilled 
to us !—Anſwers to prayer prove us to be ſons of G 
by faitb (5); and ſpiritual bleſſings prove us to be 
the heirs of promiſe (c). Oh bleſſed fraternity! Oh 
bleſſed inheritance I have taken thy precepts to be my 
beritage for ever, ſaid the ſweet Pſalmiſt of Iſrael (d). 
Reader, whatever will and teſtament thou art oblig- 
ed to make before men, in order to ſecure thy pro- 
perty to poſterity, be ſure to let thy faith make ano- 
ther before God. This laſt will be the beſt ſecurity. 
The integrity and the uprightneſs of men may fail; 
but the mercy of God is from everlaſting to everlaſting 
upon them that fear him; and his righteouſneſs upon chil- 
dren's children (e). |
